SHANNON ‘can 
CHECKMATED bY 
‘ADOO LEADERS 


Effort to Get Missourians 
Into Caucus- Beaten 
‘When Hay Frees Them 
of Unit Rule on Planks.

NEW YORK, June 27.—Though 
professing complete confidence 
that the Missouri delegation to the 
Democratic national convention is 
safely in the McAdoo column on 
ithe early balloting, the McAdoo 
leaders are taking no chances on a 
caucus of the delegation in ad- 
vance of the balloting. They are 
avoiding a revival in open caucus 
of a discussion of whether Mis- 
souri will stand under the unit 
rule for McAdoo, 


Joseph B. Shannon, most active 
Missouri delegate against the fa- 
vorite in the race for the presiden- 
tial nomination, virtually had the 
agreement of former Gov. Gard- 
ner, chairman or the delegation, 
yesterday afterneon to the calling 
of a caucus, when W. R. Hollister 
of Jefferson City, a delegate from 
the Eighth District, quietly circu- 
lated a written agreement releas- 
ing the delegation from the unit 
rule on all matters in the plat- 
form. When it had been signed 
by more than a majority of the 
delegates, there followed an an- 
nouncement that there was no é6dc- 
casion for a caucus. 


Shannon’s Real Purpose. 
Shannon had advocated the cau- 


cus to pass upon this very ques- 
tion, though his real purpose was 
to get the delegation Into a meet- 
ing at which he could again cal) 
up the unit rule. There has been 
nothing to indicate that he would 
have greater success than on Mon- 
day, when he was defeated in an 
effort to have the unit rule aban- 
doned, but he thought he might 
accomplish something and at least 
wanted the chance to try. 

He has been working quietly 
among the Missouri delegates but 
always under the watchful eyes of 
Hollister and Charles M. Hay, Mc- 
Adoo supporters. Whéen they saw 
he was about to be successful in 
getting a meeting of the delega- 
tion they promptly circulated the 
release of the delegates on the 
piatform. As was stated in the 
Post-Dispatch several days ago, 
they have been planning for sev- 
eral days not to hold the delega- 
tion as a unit on the Ku Klux Kiah 
plank and they had no hesitancy 
in arranging-for the release. 


Frank Farris’ Attitude. 
Frank H. Farris of Rolla, a dele- 
gate-at-large, first advanced the 
sugg@stion that the delegation 
should be released from the unit 
rule on the Klan issue. He said 


he recognized that the delegates 
from St. Louis and Kansas City 
possibly held views which were 
more intefise than the views of 
some of the members from the 
rural districts, and he did not be- 
lieve it was proper on such a ques- 
tion to vote the city delegates con- 
trary to their views if the rural!

PUBLIC. ATTITUDE 


— 


‘Disinterest a Disgrace and 
Challenges Our Capacity 
. for Self-Government, At- 
 torney-General Says. 


‘From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

FULTON, Mo., June 26.—“Public | 
| disinterest in primary elections is a | 
‘public disgrace and challenges our 

capacity for self-government.” At- 

torney-General Barrett deciared in 

an address here ths morning on 

“Primaries” before the Fulton Ki- 

wanis Club. ” 

“There are plenty of geifish ir- 
terests ready and willing to run the 
people's Government,” he said. “if 
the people themselves will not.” 
State Senator Painter paid his re- 
spects to the primary system: re- 
cently when he withdrew from*the 
race for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor, and made some 
worth-while remarks. Re said that 
the primary race would have cost 
‘him $40,000, and that he didn’t 
jhave that much to spend for the 
'governorship. and didn’t want to 
make any deals.” 

Barrett continued: “I could go 
him one better, for the president of 
a very powerful combination which 
I prosecuted has repeatedly said 
that his association was ready to 
epend more than that amourt to 
defeat me. I sent word in return 
that if they would give the money 
to charity I woutd promise not to 
run for anything.” Barrett de- 
clined to name the association. 

The Primary Probicm. 
Primary elections were invented 
to give the people the right ts 
choose their candidates. Barrett 
eaid. but the present probiem is to 
get the people te use that right 
“Semeone has advocated com- 
pulsory voting and that is all right 
f vou could couple it with compul- 
sory speaking. There are too many 
voters how who pick candidates 


merely by the sound of their 
names, like women choose their fa- 
vorites In a horse race. A woman 


is sure that a horse named Silver 
Heels will beat one named Mud 
Lark, anc certain voters are equal- 
ly sure a candidate is all right if 
his name its Lincoln or Lee. 
“If brother Painter had been 
successful he would have won 
merely the right to be a moving 
target for four years. 
“The Governor is held responsi- 
ble for the work of the Legislature, 
yet ts constantly reminded that he 
has no right to interfere with that 
branch of the Government He is 
called upon to enforce the laws 
im the counties yet can make nv 
reply to complaints except that un- 
der our laws the county officers 
re a law to themselves. The num- 
ber of men he has failed to ap- 
point exceeds the number he has 
appointed and he gets criticism 
from the former and perhaps in- 
eratitude from the latter. His four 
years salary does mot equa] the 
campaign expense. 

Governorship an Anti-Climax. 

“The governorship its necessarily 
an anti-climax. The real work of 
the office comes in the first six 
months, the inaugural address, the 
makimge of appointments, and the 
recommendations for legislation.
